"Columbia Steel Corporation, Llewellyn
Mills," Is to Be New Name of Local

Concern With Offices in This City

No Changes in Personnel of Office or 
Mechanical Departments Are 

, , Contemplated
Confirmation of the amalgamation of the orrance Plant 

of the Llewellyn Iron Works with the Columbia-Steet Corpora­ 
tion was officially made here yesterday, with the gratifying 
news that the main offices of the local plant would be located 
in Torrance, Benjamin Harwood retained as manager, and that 
there would be no change in the personnel of the office force 
or mechanical departments.

The merging of the local plant 
of the Llewellyn Iron Works ^rith 
the Columbia Steel Corporation, 
makes Torrance an important link 
in the chain of manufacture of the 
Pacific Coast's plentiful and cheap 
iron ore, made possible by access 
to the large holdings of iron tod 
cokie properties of the corpcjrajflott 
at Provo, Utah, and other mines

NATIONAL DRILLING AND
DEVELOPMENT CO. SPUDS IN

Perry G. Briney, treasurer of the 
National Drilling and Development 
Company, reports that this company 
spudded in Tuesday on their first 
Contract well in the Ventura field 
and that drilling is progressing 
rapidly with their nineteen-inch 
rotary outfit.

The National Drilling and De­ 
velopment Company is an organiza­ 
tion of Torrance men Incorporated 
primarily for the purpose of drill­ 
ing on contract, but the policy of 
the company is also to acquire 
leases in the vicinity of the wells 
which they drill on contract, so 
that the contract drilling done by

the leases of the company.
The National now holds a lease 

on 142 acres of land on the same

Steel Corporation has -peen under 
way for several weeXs with the 
final announcement this week that 
the deal had been closed, has had 
a wonderful effect in Torrance from 
many angles. The plant here will 
operate independently, conducting 
the business affairs in Torarnce 
with no .changes in the personnel 
of its working force. About the 
only change noticed will be that 
of the name in front of the offices 
and building which will appear as 
"Columbia Steel Corporation, 
Llewellyn Mills." Many changes, 
of course, will be made in the 
manufacture of its products, as 
quantities of pig iron from the 
mines will be used rather than de­ 
pending upon scrap, an important 
feature, and one of the principal 
reasons for merging the two com­ 
panies. The local plant hence­ 
forth will not be handicapped for 
raw material, and much more of 
its efforts will be devoted to dis­ 
tribution of the finished product.

A general list of rolling mill 
products are manufactured at Tor­ 
rance. and Pittsburg, Gal, at pres­ 
ent, and wire, sheet and nail mills 
are now under construction for the 
northern plant.

With unlimited supply of raw 
material the factories at Torrance, 
Pittsburgh and Portland, Oregon, 
practically completes the scheme of 
the corporation for the distribu­ 
tion in unlimited quantities of pig 
iron and steel products.

Only recently the Utah Coal and 
Coke Company of Provo, Utah, was 
acquired by the Columbia Steel 
Corporation and plants were then 
enlarged to include blast furnaces 
and by-product ovens as well as 
coke ovens for the manufacture of 
pig iron. The constantly increas­ 
ing demand on the Pacific Coast, 
together with the favorable loca­ 
tion of the Torrance plant to serve 
foreign markets with shipping out­ 
lets at the San Pedro harbor should 
afford large opportunities for 
growth and expansion of the local 
concern. *

The Llewellyn properties at Tor­ 
rance consist of a steel foundry 
and rolling mill with both open 
heurtli and electric furnace equip­ 
ment. The Torrance plant has 
been operating for a little over five 
years and has an annual capacity 
of sixty thousand tons of finished 
product.

Today, manufacturers of steel on 
the Pacific Coast make steel largely 
from scrap and are limited in their 
output by the amount of the ma­ 
terial available. But with the 
ability to procure pig iron upon 
completion of the Utah develop­ 
ments, they will be in a position 
to manufacture all steel for which 
they may fiud a market. l;Olum- 
bla Steel Corporation will also be 
ready to furnish Pacific Coast 
foundries with their principal raw 
material, for which they now de­ 
pend on foreign countries or the 
Eastern part of the United States.

The amalgamation off the Tor- 
runce properties huu no bearing 
upon the business of Llewellyn Iron 
Works In Los Angeles, which will 
continue its operations Independ­ 
ently au heretofore.

The first blook 
east of Arlington avenue has been 
leased at a handsome figure, with 
owners of the remaining two 
blocks between Border street and 
Andreo avenue receiving flattering 
offers from Santa Fe Springs ftfid 
Signal Hill- oil companies. Letters 
have been received from these- com­ 
panies this week asking the owners 
to set forth their terms for lease, 
covering bonus, rent and ropalty.

On account 
of this fine location the property 
owners have entered into a com­ 
munity lease, same being covered 
by the customary legal procedure.

Eyes of Southern Cali­ 
fornia Watching Its 

Progress
The eyes of the oil men of 

the Southern California fields 
are now on the Peterson-Bar- 
ker Syndicate's wildcat well at 
Western avenue and 213th 
street, the logs of which are 
reported to be comparing fa­ 
vorably with some of the big 
producers in this section of 
the country. ' Yesterday the 
well reached a depth of 2400 
feet, having passed through a 
gas showing at 2000 feet.

This IB the first well to be drill­ 
ed on the 106-acre lease closed 
last November by R. W. Edens. 
At the present time it is a mile 
and a half from production' and if 
it comes in will prove the Tor­ 
rance field to be one of the moat 
extensive fields in Southern Cali­ 
fornia.

If production la struck (n this 
well it will be the signal for the 
entrance of scores of independent 
operators and will start drilling 

ich greater, scale than is 
now in progress m-toe JflflMflj-jipea 
to the west.

The best of machinery is being 
used ,in the Peterson-Barker well 
to insure its speedy completion, 
and only the best of easing is be­ 
ing put down. A trained crew is 
operating the drill, which accounts 
for the speed that has bee* made so 
far in putting the well down.

Under a heavy gas pressure Torrance Com­ 
munity No. 3 oh the 30-acre Standard Oil lease 
was brought in at 8 o'clock Thursday morning. 
It took the well approximately 12 hours to clean 
out and the production and gravity could not be 
determined during that period. However, the 
production was estimated at about 1000 barrels 
and the gravity is expected to be a trifle higher 
than that of Torrance Community No. 2 which 
is now about 26 .

Scores of automobiles, stopped at the well 
from the time the first head of oil shot into the 
sump hole until late last night. 
  opinion of .all the Standard ;;-Oil- 
crew that the No. 3 well would prove a far bet­ 
ter producer than Torrance Community No. 2 
which is now fllowing steadily at the rate of 525 
barrels a day. ___

BLDG PERMITS 
FOR THIS WEEK 

TOTAL $25,950
Total for Month to Date

$53,650; to Date For
Year $374,755

The total of building permits 
since January 1, 1923, in Torrance 
reaches the sum of $374,756. These 
figures will show the future In­ 
vestor that this city is holding Its 
own among cities of its size in 
Southern California in new build­ 
ing arid is surpassing many that 
are larger.

The months' total permits to date 
show the sum of $53,650 and this 
week's permits alone total $25,960.

Those granted permits this week 
were: Sam Perman, 2475 Carson, 
bungalow; J. Isenstein, Pueblo, 
dwelling; J. B. Hlnes, 1443 Post 
avenue, garage; M. Jessome, 1727 
Gra mercy, .addition ; Consolidated 
Lumber Company, 1800 13th street, 
addition; Pacific Electric Railway 
Company, Dominguez street, store 
Building, and C. A. Mason, 1103 
Surtori, dwelling.

Farther to the east the two Hub 
wells were rivaling in interest the 
new producer as a result of a re­ 
port that they were showing up 
better than any of the wells in 
the field. Smith No. -1, which at 
the close of drilling yesterday was 
down approximately 3400 feet, was 
reported to be in a heavily satu­ 
rated oil sand with every indica­ 
tion for a big producer. Frier No. 
1 stood ready to cement at 3070 
with the early oil showing said to 
be excellent. Smith No. 1 is ex­ 
pected to be put on production the 
first of next week.

South of Carson street and off­ 
setting Smith No. 1, Torrance No. 
5 was reported to be down 3200 
feet and it was believed that it 
would be put on production within 
a few days attter Smith No. 1 was 
brought in. One location to the 
west the drillers reported that the 
attempt to shut off the water in 
Torrance No. 4 had been unsuc­ 
cessful and that It would be drilled 
deeper and re-cemented.

The Gilmore Petroleum Com­ 
pany's offset to the two Hub wells 
made good progress through (he 
past week and had reached a depth 
of 2400 feet yesterday. The logs 
In 1 this well are said to be com­ 
paring favorably with that of the 
other wells in this area, giving 
promise of a good producer. 

, Just east of Torrance No. 5 on 
the Chanslor-Canfleld Midway lease 
the drillers In Torrance No. 7 were 
preparing to spud in yesterday, 
while the work on building the rig 
for Torrance No. 8, offsetting the 
Midway Northern Oil Company's 
No. 1 well on the old Long Beach- 
Redondo Road, was being rushed.

One of the smallest leases ever 
closed in the Torrance field waa 
completed last week by P. H. Qreer 
and W. -B. Alien, Santa Fe Springs 
operators, on four-tenths of an acre 
at Carson and Madrid. The lease 
was made by Bergman ft Rohrlng. 
This will bring the drill to the 
edge of the restricted district. The 
bonus for the lease Is said to ex­ 
ceed $1000.
